Ri There is something almost path- 
etic about the way in which Toronto 
newspapers have devoted their tal 
ents this year to the excoriation of 
Soviet Russia. First the Globe and 
the Mail and Pmpire ran a series of 
articles damning the Muscoyite and 
ail his works. Now the Telegram 
falls in line with lurid details of a 
frozen and dying people. 

Such unanimity, even in‘ destruct- 
ive criticism, is so unusual in the 
daily papers of Toronto, that one 
Senses in the background the palsied 
kand of nervous authority or the be- 
lated defence of industry, which is 
not quite clear in its conscience. 

The present Russian system of goy- 
ernment, conceived in anarchy and 
born in horror, is naturally abhorrent 
to all who love freedom, cherish in- 
Gividuality and find in the worship of 
God a true solace. But for all our 
hatred of that system we must admit 
that every Communist has occupation 
of some sort. Thé€re is in Russia no 
deyitalizing and demoralizing unem- 
Tloyment. 

To be sure Russians face-short ra- 
tions, but so do ‘thousands of Can- 
adians this coming winter. To help 
the Bolshevist face his very unpleas- 
ant situation there is in the famous 
aud oft-extended five year plan a de- 
finite ideal for which he Stands ready 
to sacrifice himself. Above all the 
Mocscow government has realized that 
a gigantic effort toward material well- 
being is not enough, and theatres and 
music and the ballet flourish on a 
scale no less great than in the days 
of the Czars. 

When an eye-witness to the Bol- 
Shevistic experiment for the past 
eleven years, so reliable as Walter 
Duranty of the New York Times, win- 

her this year of the coveted Pulitzer 
Prize for journalism, Says that he 
went to Moscow hating Communism 
and that he now believes it to be the 
best system of government for Rus- 
ia, it means that this whole inter- 
esting and terrifying business cannot 
be dismissed with our damnation. 

Wuranty is a Britisher by birth and

Fall Wheat Tests, 1932 

During the past year seven fertil- 
izers were compared with unfertil- 
ized areas on wheat in 43 fall wheat 
sections. The fertilizer was applied 
at the rate of 375 pounds per acre 
by 0.A.C. officials, 

The average gain of all fertilizers 
above check or no fertilizer was 8.7 
bushels per acre. Thé avera&e gain 
in yield for three years was 10.3 bush- 
els per acre. Yields varied consider- 
ably on different soils with different 
fertilizers. As a rule the relative 
response to fertilizers was remarkab- 
ly uniform. Averages do not give a 
‘true picture at all times, but they 
do indicate the trend of response, and 
after all, this is what the practical 
farmer wishes to know. 

The great yalue of fertilizer on 
fall wheat is that it not only gives 
strength and vigor to the crop to 
which it is applied, but it almost al- 
Ways insures a good stand of clover 
and grass where the wheat-field is 
seeded. ax 

Tn addition, fertilizer wheat makes 
more rapid growth than unfertilized, 
hence, »if wheat is sown fairly late 
to miss the brood oy Hessian fly, the 
wheat will catch up in growth and 
have a satisfactory top before winter 
sels in.

DOGS NOW BANNED FOR DEER 
HUNTING 


Despite the fact that at the last 
session of the Legislature the Minis- 
ter of Game and Fisheries, had legis- 
lution passed bannig all dogs in con- 
nection with the hunting of deer, 
moose and caribou in the province of 
Ontario, and thereby putting this pro- 


milk supply could be improved a great

ing under very bad conditions. Com- 


vince in line with all other provinces 
in {he Dominion and nearly all of the 
states south of the line, many people 
are yet of the opinion that the matter 
of running dogs in deer hunting is 
sti! under the jurisdiction of the Spe- 
cial Committee appointed over a year 
ago, to consider matters of conserva- 
tion regarding our wild life within 
the province, and that this Special 
Game Committee has the power to 
change the law in this respect. 

Such, of course, is not the case, and 
even the Government has no power 
to change the law, such change, if 
any can only be made by the Legisla- 
lure in session, which does not meet 
until February of next year. 

Yor the information of sportsmen 
We quote the regulations of the Game 
Laws in respect to the banishment of 
the dog, as follows: © : j 

“Sec, 831—(1) It shall be unlawful 
for any person to use or to be accom- 
panied by a dog while hunting deer, 
moose or caribou.” 

“(2) It shall be unlawful for the 
owner of any dog to permit such dog 
to run at large in a locality which 
deer, moose or caribou usually in- 
habit or in which they are usually 
found.” 

“(3) "Any person harbouring or 
claiming to be the owner thereof, and 
any dog found running deer, moose 
or caribou shall be deemed to be at 
large with the permission of the own- 
er and may be killed on sight by any 
person, and he shall not be liable to 
any penalty or damage therefor.”

Almost 80 per cent. of farms in 
Canada are situated between five and 
ten miles from a market town. An- 


other 15 per cent. are 10 to 15 miles 
away; 11 per cent., are 15 to 25 miles 
and 12 per cent., or one in eight, are 


more than 25 miles from a _ town, 
Curiously enough, the province in 


which the largest proportion of farms 
is remote from any town is not in the 
west with its wide open spaces.

White Grub Outoreak 

White grubs at the rate of .from ; 
369,000 to 1,000,000 per acre are pre- 
sent in fields of timothy sod and 
threaten serious damage to crops in 
1933 throughout the northern half of 
the counties of Glengarry, Stormont, 
Dundas, Grenville and Leeds and the 
southern portion of Prescott, Russell, 
Carleton and Lanark, according to a 
forecast by Mr. G. H. Hammond of 
the Federal Entomological Branch. 

The prospect of crop losses from 
white grubs in infested districts in 
1933 is extremely serious, according 
to officials, who state that cropping 
ef infested land during next season 
must definitely take white grubs into 
account if losses are to be avoided. 
At the best there is bound to be some 
damage but if the known information 
is utilized the probable loss can be 
reduced to a small portion of that 
assured by the numbers of insects in, 
the ground in many districts. 

The losses can be cut down (1) 
ly reducing the numbers of grubs in 
the land; and (2) by selecting the 
crop to be grown upon a given piece 
of land with its resistance to injury 
and the white grub Population of the 
field in mind.

It now em- 
braces the production and improve- 
ment of approved varieties of cereals 
of pedigreed stock, the pro- 
duction of forage crop seeds, and 
the production of field root, garden 
vegetable, and flower seeds. It is esti- 
mated that in 1931, 3,710 farms were 
producing seed crops subject to fed- 
eral inspection, and that around 12,- 
000 persons were engaged in the pro- 
duetion and marketing of the improy- 
ed seed.

representation is 36,000, based upon 
the 1921 census. 

Fifty-seven of the eighty-two fed- 
eral constituencies in Ontario have 
less than 44,000 population, whilst 
certain congested electoral districts

number in the unit of representation. 

On the basis of population, Toronto 
is inadequately represented at Ottawa 
an this is equally true of Montreal. 
There are 996,000 people on Montreal 
Island, which would give them twice

Alleged Slaver of 


Toronto Dentist is 
Marmora Boy 


Marmora—Ewart G. Warren, alleg- 
ed slayer jointly charged with his 
brother-in-law, Harold Hicks, with the 
murder of Dr. W. G. More, a Toronto 
dentist, was born here twenty-six 
years ago, and is married to Mildred 
Brown, a local girl. 

His wife is now residing on an east- 
end street in Toronto. The couple 
have one child, Mary Josephine. 

“He has been a tragedy to me. The 
stoly of my daughter’s marriage to 
Ewart Warren is an unhappy one” 
Mrs, Brown sobbed when interviewed 
by 2 reporter. 

The home of Mrs. Brown is a tidy 
little brick residence located on the 
border of the village. The land on 
which it stands was purchaséd by 
Mrs. Brown for fifty dollars — the 
hard-earned savings from her labours 
are a washerwoman. She is an indus- 
trious, thrifty woman, whose only 
support is her.youngest son, still a 
mere lad. 

Mrs. Brown related that the mar- 
riage of her daughter to Ewart War- 
ren took place on August 15th, 1927. 
On the day following the couple left 
for the West where they stayed for 
over a year. Then tiey went to To- 
vonto and stayed a while. During 
berry time Mrs. Brown's daughter re- 


casket, which they found was enclos- 
ed in a steel case and was too heavy 
for them to get to the surface, De- 
spite this, in a°most determined man- 
ner, they tried to pry open the solid 
steel, as the marks of the instru- 
ments they used clearly showed.

She had a chance of another position 
with double salary, but she refused 
the offer. When this school began 
there were only 2 teachers. Now they 
have a fine bunch of teachers and the 
girls can receive a normal _ school 
training. They are then able to go 
out among their own people to teach 
and Christianize them. These child- 
ren, when admitted to the school, do 
not even know how to play and have 
to be taught. A Girl Guide group was 
started and that helped them to 
learn, They are taught to give to 
help others and to know about God 
and His goodness. They had no mon- 
ey to give and they brought rice, 
wheat and chickens. The W. M. 8S. 
women brought 15 rupes, which is 
about five dollars. This money was 
etten saved by going without meat for 
weeks. And the women often do the 
road work, The main aim is to teach 
Ziris to be Bible women as the Christ- 
ian work in India depends on native 
teachers, and the biggest need at the 
present time is a hospital.

All this does not 
mean working at the top of our law 
adainistration alone, but the effect- 
ive detecting of crime, eyen in such 
maller communities as Stirling, with 
its robbery last week, and the proper 
follow-up procedure in the courts and 
prisons is of the utmost importance 
in these trying days.
